tem calculated to educate every human 
being in the SUte up to a certain de- 
gree ot attainment, It ia diffloult to sac 
how It oould be muoh baproTad. One 
Of lha laeidante ot this ajaUm la that 
most ot tha taaohara ara females, to 
whom tha aompensation Is quite 
bloHlnj, who are generally better 
udn|)U<il to tlin education and training 
ol children In their early youth than 
man, and who have. In the StaU ol 
Iowa at leaat, done credit to tba eex by 
their skill, thoir diligence and good 
oonduct 

The purpose ot this school aystem 
waa primarily to educate tha youth In 
tha elements ot an EngUah adueatlon— 
reading, writing, arUhnatlo, orthog- 
raphy, geography. gnUBBMr) history. 
In some ot tho more ambltloua towna 
nnJ cltlon there has been oiigratted 
upon tbla. and paid fur from the aame 
source, what li ottaa aaUed the high- 
school ' 01* graranar-aeboal. la which 
ara taught In addition to the subjects 
Juit munlioncd, tho dead languages, 
often Liitin. sametlmea Greek, and 
(iermnn and Franoh. Thaae high- 
scboola in tba larger oltlee are to some 
extent the equiralaata of lower i^radea 
ofodllagaa, and no doubt hotter oducap 
tlon is frequently obtained in them 
than can be had In poorly endewed 
and struggling colleges, which perhaps 
should narer have bean ttartad. It is, 
hewarar, becoming a question, and a 
grave one. in the SUta, whether these 
high-schools are not a violation ol the 



which wero intonded to establish what 
wo underat&nd by tho word a "common- 
tohool system." 

In regard to the otbar elMaof educa- 
tional Institutions— eellagW and uni- 
versitlos— lownhaa sidfercd in common 
with nearly nil tho Western States, and 
perhaps soma of the EaaUrn Statae, by 
tha efforta to create a college in every 
town of any alte, and for every reli- 
gious denomination, as well as the ool- 
lege and university eslablishod by the 
State. Thero is no more unfortncato 
delusion than that which possesses 
soma maa who deaire to leave their 
properly at their death to charitable 
and benevolent Institutions than to do- 
vise a Bum for tho crotttloii of acoUogO, 
the amount of which will barely sulfice 
nrpct the flrat hulldUv neoeaaary tor 
lb Institutlona, leaving the support 
ot the professors, the eslabliahmont of 
aobolarshlps. thu purcbaae of labora- 
toriea, globes and mapa,.neoe8sary to 
the conduotlng of any oollege, tooliaaae 
or to solicitation, or to any it the 
meoaa whloh may he ■appoaed to sup- 
ply thaae aeoessltlaa of odUga Inttruo- 
tiou. 

In addition to colleges thus projected, 
almaat arary Chrialian denomination in 
tba State af Iowa kaa a ll aw pte i l to 
eetabllah one of 11^ ew& And the 
Methodlate, the eefly plooeera ot olvll- 
liallon and lailgian, possessing the 
largest membership ot any Cbrlstiaa 
church In tha State, hare thought It 
necessary to aUampt the eatabllahmeat 
of a aoUoge tor aaeb el lie tour oontap- 
encea The result ef this haa been, la 
the State of lown, that tho ellorU of 
the frianda of hbsrul education have 
beea dlrUed and paralyaad. The ool-

It Is aaserted a* good authority that 
tbe t#o 1804 dollars now In existence, 
while having been mode from the 
original die, were In reality not coined 
for many years after that year, when 
they were surreptitiously struck, and. 
It Is suppoied, iianad to a person in 
high antlioritf, from whioh they sub- 
JKHaAjy ' patscd into the collections 
referred to. Tbe half-dollar of 1804 
is surrounded by a mysiery equally 
profound. There were over 160,000 of 
these coined, but not one wo* ever 
known be in olroulelon. On the other 
hand, but 7,000 quarter dollars were 
coined In that year, and specimss of 
these are In every collection and nu-
